HAKKISBUKG, February, 14.—When 


the assembly adjourns finall'}* tomorrow 
noon it will have passed all the measures 
suggested uy the governor in his call and 
the -.irpplement thereto. At present the 
govemor Ixas signed the Greater Pitts- 
burg bill and the bill stopping the fee 
-•Wem in the department of insurance 
and fixing the commissioner's salary at 
sfMOO. 
There are in the governor's 


hands ready for signature the Senatorial 
Apportionment and Legislative Appor- 
tionment bills and the Philadelphia Rip- 
per Bill Repealer. The latter will likely 
ne\er be signed but become a law by 
default. The bills th.it are pending are 
those providing for uniform primary 
elections, state, civil senice. civil service 
in the city of Philadelphia and the 
amount (.?7jO,000) to be paid annuallv 
for i cbnilding county bridges. 


fn the conterence committees the Per- 


sonal Registration bill, the bill regulat- 
ing the state ticasury and fixing a salary 
for the secretary of the commonwealth 
are under advisement. 


Both branches of legislature are work- 


ing over time in order to complete all 
the work on the calendar but things are 
in Mich shape now that the remaining 
bilk far advanced can be rushed through 
before noon tomorrow. 


The Creasy bills, allowing counties to 


retain nine-tenths of the personal prop- 
eity tax. and authorizing countries to re- 
tain all license money, which passed the 
hou~e successfully, -was not peimitted to 
be ieac' in the senate today, which kills 
the bills as the time is too short to have 
them read the number of times required 
before adjournment. 


The house had a stormy session Tues- 


da} night o\er the Shcatz Primary Elec- 
tion bill. Amendments were offered to 
permit the vest pocket system of ballot- 
ing which was voted down and the 
amendment putting the bill into effect 
November 1, 1900, instead of January 
1, 1!>07, as passed by the cenate was sus- 
tained. So it now seems as if we will 
h.-ue clean primary elections this fall. 


The Senatorial Apportionment as well 


as the Legislative Apportionment bills 
parsed successfully through both the 
hou^e and the senate. Under the new 
law the state is apportioned into fifty 
senatorial districts, all the counties being 
intact except Lancaster, which has a 
portion of its territory added to Lebanon 
to make a district. This is the first sen-

_WASIIIXGTON, D. C., February 13.— 


What nith the noise made by the state- 
hood fight, the Panama canal, the rate 
regulation question, the pure food fight, 
and a few other active questions now be- 
ing discussed in congress, we hear very 
little about the Federal control of Life 
Insurance companies. This is extremely 
significant, and it behooves the policy 
holder to keep a sharp lookout to see 
that some legislation of this character 
is not sneaked through under cover of 
the smoke from these other battles. The 
fact that Senator Dryden, President of 
the Prudential Insurance company, is the 
prime mover in thle matter of securing 
Federal control we would have been 
treated to the recent be most welcome 
for the big life insurance companies, and 
not on the policy holders account, either, 
feuch control would enable the big com- 
panies to carry on their business with 
supervision of but one board of commis- 
sioners, as it would entirely do away 
with state supervision which at present 
causes them to be scrutinized by some 
forty-fu e separate boards. Do you im- 
agine that if these companies had been 
under governmental control we would 
ha\ e been treated to the recent expos- 
uics so ably made by Mr. Hughes in New 
York ? And don't you think it's to avoid 
a repetition of this scandal that the big 
companies are crying for federal control? 
These companies don't need any federal 
control, even if such control were consti- 
tutional which I very much doubt, as all 
that the gov-einment could control would 


subsidy to any ship that was registeree 
under the American flag, and consequent- 
ly all of the foreign built vessels owne< 
by the trusts could register in this conn 
try and receive the subsidy. The presen 
bill is drawn entirely for the purpose o 
building up our shipping industry ant 
provides that subsidies shall only be pait 
to vessels built in this country and reg- 
istered under our flag. This means a re- 
vival of our shipbuilding industries to 
the fullest extent, and if this bill passes 
congress it will only be a few years until 
American built ships will reign supreme 
over the oceans of the earth. The small 
amounts provided for in subsidies, about 
$5,000,000 per annum, make it the most 
profitable investment that the American 
people can make, for it assures large re- 
turns, and millions of dollars in wages 
for the American 
American sailor.

The Ithaca Daily Journal of Monday 


contained the following account of the 
tragic death of Mrs. Mary C. Hulse of 
that city, who vas a niece of William 
Haitley.'of Bedford, and who made many 
friends here during visits at the home of 
her uncle: 


"Mrs. 
Mary C. Hulse, very well known 


In this city, met a sudden and tragic 
death shortly after 11 o'clock Sunday 
morning by falling from a fourth story 
window on the Aurora street side of the 
ithaca hotel, striking a sma 1 grating 
"> feet below, being instantly killed. 


"Mie was accompanied by her son, leav- 


ing the metropolis Saturday night and 
Hcuhing Ithaca Sunday morning at 7 
o'clock. They \\ent immediately to the 
Ithaca hotel and as it wa~ Sunday and 
there were "very few rooms left in this 
ho-telry Mrs. Hulse had to be contented 
with one on the fourth floor. She had 
not been feeling well for some time past 
and complained to her son of a slight ill- 
lie^. He telephoned for a physician and 
Mrs. Hulse went to her room to rest. 


"When the accident happened her son 


Minley Hulse was in the lobby cf the 
hotel and was talking with several 
friends. Walter Franks who was in the 
hotel at the time, rushed to a telephone 
to call a physician and Mr. Hulse think- 
ing that he might also be of service and 
not knowing at the time that it was his 
mother who had fallen, stepped to An- 
other 'phone and tried to call several 
doctors. 


"When the body was carried into the 


hotel he recognised his mother and many 
of the men who were present turned 
Ihc-ir faces as the look of grief passed 
o^ er his countenance. His many friends 
gathered around him and in condolence 
ma ^ the sudden bereavement as easy as 
possible for him, but he mad£ his way to 
lii-i mother's room and knelt down by 
her lifeless form. They had been boon 
companions from his early childhood, 
"•he was deeply interested in his work, 
that of a mechanical engineer, and went 
*"o Brooklyn so that she might be with 
him. 


''Mrs. Hulse w-as born in Cirele\ille, 0.. 


and came to Ithaca in 1897 when her son 
entered Cornell. She was a ivoman who 
made friends wherever she went. Her 
tragic death comes as a severe blow to 
the many who knew her in Ithaca and 
elsewhere. 


''It is presumed that after Mr. Hulse 


left the room his mother raised one of 
i he windows thai the room might be 
freed from smoke and as a chair was 
<!iawn up close to the sill she undoubted- 
ly -at by the open window in order to 
breathe the fresh air. It is thought that 
she thrust her head and shoulders out 
of the window to get the air and over- 
come by dizziness lost her balance and 
fell."

Senator Money, of Mississippi, last

posed amendment to the Heyburn Pure 
l?ood bill, in the shape of the pure food 
bill appioved and adopted by the Nation- 
al 
1'ood 
Manufacturers' association, 


which includes in its membership every 
prominent manufacturer of foods, drinks, 
confections, drugs and condiments in the 
United States. This amendment, which 
lias been approved by many of our lead- 
ing stalcainen, is drawn strictly on the 
lines suggested by President Roosevelt in 
his last message to congress, that the 
pure food question should be settled by 
regulation through interstate commerce, 
and not by prohibition. So favorable has 
been the comment excited by Senator

Eodenbcig. of Illinois, has already intro 
duced the Money amendment in the 
house in the shape of an original pure 
food bill which is a verbatim copy of the 
Money amendment. The hearings of the 
puie food question in the house com- 
mence todtiy and some very interesting 
sessions are looked forward to, especially 
as the agricultural department is going 
to make a hard fight to retain its control 
of this bianch of governmental super- 
vision, for at present it carries some very 
laige appropriations with it each year, 
and makes the individual opinion of the 
chemist of the department superior to 
the constitution of the United States, or 
la«s of this country. No wonder they 
don't want to give it up. And it is this 
very fact, that under the Heyburn and 
Hepburn pure food bills the chemist of 
the agricultural department is omnipo- 
tent, and if in his opinion a certain arti- 
cle is impure he can force its manufac- 
turer out of business without a day in 
eouit. which has raised the determined 
opposition to these bills. For the Ameri- 
can people love fair play and square deal- 
ing, and they do not desire to create an 
absolute monarchy out of the pure food 
business and leave such oppressive pow- 
ers in the hands of any one man. By so 
doing a, dishonest person could in one 
term of office accumulate a fortune 
grcatei than Eockefellcr. 


The Money amendment makes it un- 


lawful to do interstate commerce in food 
products, either misbranded or adulter- 
ated, and after prescribing how the law 
shall be enforced, places the duty with 
the department of commerce and labor 
of attending to its enforcement, with all 
chemical analyses to be made by the 
hvgenic laboratory of the Marine Hos- 
pital service, who have the finest and 
best equipped laboratory in the world. 
This is reasonable. The department of 
agriculture has troubles enough of its 
oi\n in attending to agriculture, cattle 
and cattle feed, without trying to bother 
itself about human food products and 
how those pioducts shall be manufac- 
tured. 


The Money amendment also provides 


for a hearing for the manufacturer in 
case of a dispute as to the purity of his 
joods, also what can be used as a legal 
preservative and just what quantity, and 
further provides that when a preserva- 
th e is used, the name of the preservative 
and quantity used shall in all cases be 
plainly marked upon the package con- 
taining the goods. When once the goods 
have ceased to be interstate commerce, 
and have been delivered in a state, then 
the government has no further control 
of them, and they become subject to thi> 
various state food laws. This entirely 
removes the constitutional objections to 
the Heyburn and Hepburn bills, whose 
sole object seems to be to provide a 
sinecure for the chemist of the depart- 
ment of n^ricultuie, and a large appro- 
priation for him to scare the people to 
death with. As a prominent manufactur- 
er remarked the other day, in discussing 
this subject "The minds of the people 
have been thoroughly poisoned regarding 
the use of presen atives in food, but so 
far. 
thank God, nobody's stomach has 


suffered from any preservative properly 
used." Now, sit up and take notice of 
the number of deaths each year from 
ptomaine poisoning by reason of not 
using proper preservatives in our food. 


There is no doubt that food cannot be 


shipped any distance without the proper 
use of preservatives, but with a general 
law permitting the proper use of legal 
preservatives in legal quantities, and de- 
fining just what those quantities shall 
be. the manufacturer of food products 
w ill be doubled in a shorl time. 


The Money amendment is a long step 


in the right direction, and is rational 
reasonable and sensible, and -while I shall 
have more to say about it from time to 
time, if you will take my word for it 
that it is all right, and are anxious to 
have the food you eat made healthful by 
law, 
just drop a letter today to your 


congressman and senators and tell them 
to get real busy in support of this 
amendment. It's the only real food bill 
I have seen and ought to pass.

trusts or trust owners. If this bill pass- 
es, and it ought to pass, it will be the 
greatest boon to American shipping that 
could take place.

I 
do not say that Hasting's dealings with 
the bank were of an unlawful or criminal 
nature, for we have not been able to 
prove that. We have been able to show, 
however, that his dealings with Clarke 
were not what they ought to have been. 
Clarke and Hastings went into the pro- 
moting of the Hastings Land Company, 
using tile bank's money to give the land 
security, but what the nature of this 
hypothecation was I am not able to say.;

A1! tde rain water that falls upon 
the desert or upon its neighboring 
mounta'ns, if it could be protected and 
preserved would not irrigate five per 
cant of the great desert area. From a 
practical standpoint it is doubtful if 
even one par cent of the are a ean ever 
be profitably tilled by irrigation. 
From whatever poittof view the prob- 
lem is approached, the sober conc'u- 
sions cannot be avoided that the desert 
as an agricultural country has its lim- 
itations and chat it will never be re- 
claimed to the extent which the lob 
byist haa led the people to believe. 
Notwithstanding the scarcity of water 
and foraga the pastoral interests of 
the desert are considerable. 
Upon the 


stony foothills and in the mounta'n 
canyons the scant herbage and grass 
supply nutritions 
foods for many 


animals. 
The chief problems with 


which the stockman isconfronted in the 
desert are the procurement of water, 
the preservation of the range, ajd 
except in Texas and New Mexier, per- 
verse laws which prevent his utiliza- 
tion of lands for grazing became they 
are held subject to homestead entry. 


Perhaps some day the government 


will permit I hj cattleman to lease and 
fence the desert hills and agricultur- 
ally hopeless wastes nh'ch a-e now 
mcckingly withheld ft on him for the 
homesteader who csn never come. So 
far as even the presant agriculture in 
tha desert is ccncernsd, it would not 
exist were it not that its products 
were consumed it good prices by the 
people engaged in mining and t-an- 
portation.

Other creatures than the camel arc 


able to get along for extended periods 
without drinking. Sheep in the south- 
western deserts go for forty to sixty 
days in winter without drink, grazing 
on the green, succulent vegetation of 
that season. Peccaries in the desert of 
Sonora live In little dry hills where 
there Is no natural water for long peri- 
ods. They cannot possibly find water- 
In fact, for months at a time. The only 
moisture they can obtain comes from 
roots and the fruits of cacti, but the 
most extraordinary case is that of the 
pocket mouse, one of the common ro- 
aciits of the desert. This little creature, 
by the way. has a genuine fur lined 
"pocket" on the outside of Its cheek. 
When It is hungry it takes food from 
this pocket with its paw, Just as a man 
would pull a ham sandwich from his 
pocket. 
One of these mice has been 


kept for three years with no other food 
than the mixed bird seed of commerce. 
During tills per.od it had not a taste of 
either water or green food. Other ex- 
perimenters have found, In fact, that 
these mice in captivity refuse such 
treats, not seeming to know that water 
13 good to drink. The bird seed put be- 
fore this mouse contained not more 
than 10 per cent of moisture, which, ia 
less than Is necessary for digestion. 
Stuff so dry as this cannot even be 
swallowed until It Is moistened by 
saliva. 
Yet this remarkable mouse 


gave nothing but his time to the Inter- 
ests of science. He suffered nothing In 
health or spirits during his captivity.— 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


An Old English Law. 


An act of parliament, passed in the 


reign of George III. and which Is still 
In force, exempts members of the yeo- 
manry from the ballot for the militia, 
allows them to ride through a toll bar 
wheu in uniform without paying and 
also relieves them from the tax on 
powder for the hair. Such privileges 
were highly valued in 1S04, when the 
act was passed; but, as yeomen art.
